officers on board the British gunboat 
Champion. now at Honoiulu. Dr. Gross- 


man writes: 
“On December 7, the Champion left 


Honoe'nlu harbor, for the ostensible 
purpose of going to the island of Maui 
and sheving shell practice. She left 
Honotutt;- but did not go to Maui. 
stead, she steamed a couple of hetrs 
up and down in front of Honolulu har- 
bor. the crew all the time guving 
through gun-drill, and taking sights 
oh all the provisional government 


buildings where the troops are sta- 
tioned, the ammunition stored and the 
public offices established. The Cham- 
pion then steamed a little further out 
and had some shell practice, returning 
to the harbor late in the day, but no 


men fron either British or “United 
Stat ts were allowed to go on 
shore.’’ 


The memorandum from on board the 
British gunboat which Dr. Grossman 
inclosed, was as follows: 

“H.B.M.S. Champion is preparing to 

hoist the British ensign over Hawaii. 
On Tuesday December 7, when off shore 
Bhe had gun-drill and sighting on build- 
ings where the provisional government 
troops are stationed and the ammuni- 
tion stored, and oa the pdlice headquar- 
ters. It is the intention that as soon as 
the Queen is restored by the United 
Btates troops and they retire, the Queen 
Is to appeal to the British Minister, 
Maj. Wodehouse, for protection. The 
English flag is to be hoisted and a 
protectorate declared over Hawaii. The 
troops from the Champion will be land- 
ed under the protection of the British 
guns.” 
* Dr. Grossman states that his informa- 
tion is derived direct from a British 
naval officer. Grossman writes that 
such a plan would not be a surprise 
to anybody. because it is quite in ac- 
cord with all previous ideas of British 
Seizure, and neither more or less than 
the execution of ideas for many years 
cultivated by British Interests in Ha- 
wali. 

Tt is well known that Theophilus H. 
Davies has been intriguing for up- 
ward of twelve months to obtain such 
a@ result. and it is evident that sub- 
sequent t6 the Queen's first refusal to 
Willis to submit to the restoration of 
the throne unless sustained by force of 
Americans arms, her British friends 
have been advising her to accept Wil- 
lis*’s proposal, and thus gain 
resteration by the power of 
United States diplomacy and arms, 
after’ which, the provisional govern- 
ment being out, she could promptly ap- 
Ply to Great Britain for support, and 
turn the islands and dependencies over 
to Great Britain. 

This could not be regarded in the 
light of an affront to the United States, 
because President Cleveland had, for 
the United States, withdrawn the 
treaty and rejected all overtures look- 
ing to annexation. 


BY AUTHORITY. 


The State Department ADenies Various Ru- 

mors—No Advices Until Wednesday. 
AVF ASLIINGTON, Jan. 8.--(By the As- 
Fociated Press.) For the first time since 
theyarrival of the Corwin and the re- 
cent alarming reports concerning affairs 
at Honolulu, Secretary Gresham. sub- 
mitied to an interview tonight on the 
Hawaiian situation. He talked with 
great earnestness, and his replies to 
questions consisted almost wholly in 
denials. He said that if any trouble had 
ogeurred at Honolulu neither the Presi- 
dent nor the State Department knew 
anything about it. 

He denied the report that the de- 
partment had received any dispatches 
from the Corwin, but stated that dis- 
patches by the regular course of mails 
Were expected from Minister Willis on 
Wednesday. 

“Whatever dispatches are received by 
that time,”’ said Secretary Gresham, 
“will be sent to Congress at once.” 

Secretary Gresham stated that neither 
the President nor the State Department 
knew anything about the Corwin being 
anchored off San Francisco, and if she 
was there it was not by any order of 
the Executive or the Department ‘Of 
State. Regarding the reports that either 
Minister Willis. or the Queen is on board 
of the Corwin, Secretary Gresham pro- 
nounced them fabrications. The Corwin

A BIG DISCOVERY. 


The Customs Authorities at ‘Frisco Unearth 
a Gang of Smugglers. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 8.—(Special.) 

It is probable that the United States 
authorities have discovered in this city 
one of the greatest smuggling gangs 
on record. Frederick Miller was arested 
last Saturday evening by United States 
Marshal Long on a charge of smuggling 
1500 pounds of opfum and illegally land- 
ing thirteen Chinese laborers. He could 
not give bond and was consequently 
locked up in the County Jail. 
When the facts became known, an 
inquiry was set on foot, and Special 
Agent Cullom was sent out from Wash- 
ington. He learned that Miller had 
been a cook en the vessel that brought 
the opium and Chinese from Puget 
Sound. In a moment of confidence 
Miller told a certain “Dr."" Young the 
facts of the case, and the latter in- 
formed the customhouse authorities. 

The result of this disclosure was the 
arrest, this evening, of several men for 
dealing in contraband opium, and one 
of these men is a prominent citizen 
of San Francisco. His name is George 
Wichman, and he is one of-the largest: 
dealers in candy, retail and wholesale, 
in the city, having a well-known store 
on Market street, and another on 
Third street. 

The scheme of the gang was similar 
to that of the Portland outfit. Crude 
opium was manufactured at Victoria 
into the merchantable article and 
shipped here on lumber-laden schoon- 
ers. These would be men outside the 
heads by yachts, Whitehall boats and 
fishermen's crafts and the drug tran- 
shipped and landed safely in the city. 
Sometimes the smugglers would vary 
the case a trifle by bringing in a load 
of Chinese. The character of the plot 
required that a great number should 
be taken into the secret and this was 
the cause of its discovery. e 

The special agents now here secured 
-confessions from three of the men un- 
der arrest, and it is said that several] 
Federal officials, without whose con- 
nivance the scheme would have been a 
failure, have been implicated, and will 
be shortly arrested. It is said that 
Noyes, who has acquired so much 
notoriety of late, will be one of these. 


NO MORE COYOTE CLAIMS. 


There Will Not Be Enough Funds to Pay 
Runaing Expenses. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 8.—(Special.) 
The Chronicle’s Sacramento special 
Says the State Board of Examiners 
has decided not to allow any more 
coyote claims. ; 

At a meeting of the board today, a 
resolution was adopted to the effect 
that as there will not be sufficient 
funds in the State treasury to pay 
the running expenses of the State 
government until after December, 1894, 
the board will decline to act hereafter 
on coyote claims, unless ordered to 
do so by the courts. 

According to State Controller Col- 
gate, $187,000 has been paid out for 
coyote scalps, while claims to the 
amount of $118,000 remain unpaid.

San Diego. 
RIVERSIDE, Jan. 8.—(Special.) To- 
day ~was, indeed, “‘blue Monday” at 


Riverside, for it did not warm ‘up 
during Sunday night and,. of course, 
the orange’ groves experienced’ another 
freeze. The thermometers indicated an 
average of about five degrees higher 
temperature ‘than the night before, but 
in many groves an additional number of 
oranges were frozen. The extent of the 
damage done cannot be estimated for 
some time. The lowest temperature re- 
ported on Sunday from authentic 
sources of observation taken in the 
groves was 23 deg. above zero. The 
lowest in the same localities on Mon- 
day was 26 to 29 deg. 
Though thére’is much at stake de- 
pendent upon the degree of cold, there 
are but few thoroughly reliable ther- 
mometers in the valley,,and is 
no uniformity in the time ard, miethod 
in making the readings or exposing 
the instruments. The carelessness dis- 
played in making. the readings is il- 
lustrated by the example of one man, 
who observed one of several thermome- 
ters, each of them indicating a tem- 
perature of 26 deg. He made a fmis- 
take of ten degrees, and reported that 
at such a place the temperature was 
but 16 deg. above zero. ° 
In comparing the present freeze with 
that of two years ago, the growers 
Say there is much cause for comfort. 
Two years ago there was a hard freeze 
all night, and in many groves the or- 
anges were frozen solid by 9 o'clock at 
night. This year the temperature did 
not fall much below freezing until 
about daybreak, and then the meteoro- 
logical conditions were such as to avert 
the greatest calamity. The virtue of 
running water in the.groves was tried 
this vear, and in many instances, at 
least, it has proved ,a great boon. 

. W. Garcelon, the veteran lemon- 
grower, attributes. the light damage to 
the abundance of water in the soil 
and flowing upon the Surface. The lib- 
¢rating of the latent heat in the wa- 
ter and the Nsing of the vapors to mit- 
igate the effect, of the direct rays of 
the morning sun, have both been given 
credit for great good. Smudges of 
brush and oll fires have been used, and 
they are reported to have been of great 
benefit in keeping off the morning sun. 
The damage done does not approach 
that of two years ago; many groves 
show no damage done whatever, but 
those having received a severe freezing 
have been the cause of greatly exagger- 
ated reports going out from here. Con- 
servatives estimate the loss at 5 to 10 
per cent. of the crop. The very san- 
guine place it at 2 per cent, while the 
most discouraged, who seem always 
ready to see the darkest side of a 
proposition, put the losa as high as 
33 per cent.; or even declare it has 
taken everything and given Riverside 
the deathblow. 
Much depends now upor the handling 
of the crop, a great deal more now 
than before the freeze. If the frozen 
fruit is rushed into the market, as it 
was two years ago—and as some out- 
side the exchange have reported that 
they intend doing—the market for 
Southern California oranges will, in all 
probability be ruined beyond recov- 
ery thig season. ‘The indications are 
now (Monday evening) that there will 
be much less frost tonight than there 
was last night. 

WORST IN FOURTEEN YEARS. 
SAN DIEGO, Jan. 8.—Observer 
Hearne says the cold snap now mode- 
rating rapidly, has been the worst in 
fourteen years. The lowest point reach- 
ed was early yesterday morning, being 
81.6 deg., or one degree more than that 
of January 31, 1880. This morning the 
mercury stood at 33 deg. 
No damage has been reported, but 
reports of injury are expected from the 
lowlands. 
A telephone message from Cuyamaca, 
in the mountains, is that the lake has 
four inches of ice, strong enough for 
skating. The mercury there touched 15 
deg., but was four degrees higher this 
morning. Mail to that point from Des- 
conso is now being taken on horseback, 
owe to the snowdrifts blocking the 
road. 


REDLANDS. 
Weather Not So Cold—Little Damage Re- 


ported. 

REDLANDS, Jan. 8.—(Special.) It 
was not so cold this morning as it was 
Saturday and Sunday mornings and 
there is thought to be little damage done 
to the orange crop, and but little to grow- 
ing nursery-stock. 

E. H. Mulligan, manager of the 
Redlands Orange-growers’ Association, 
when asked what damage was done, 
said that he had heard of no fruit hav- 
ing been frozen. A. B. Ruggles, presi- 
dent of the Redlands Chamber of Com- 
merce, stated that he could learn of no 
damage to the crop on the high ground 
and that upon the low ground, where 
the frost would be apt to do greatest 
damage, it would not exceed five per 
cent. of the fruft frozen. 

The thermometer fell as low as 24 
deg. on Saturday morning in the places 
most exposed to cald. On Sunday morn- 
the lowest reported was 26 deg., and on 
Monday 29 was the lowest point of 
which a report was received. 


HIGHLAND. 


No Prozen Fruit on the Uplands—Frost on 
Low Ground. 

HIGHLAND, Jan. 8. — (Special.) 
There was considerable damage done 
to the citrus fruit crop on the low 
ground by the frosts of the past few 
days. W. W. Blanchard says, how- 
ever, that none of the fruit upon the 
higher ground next to the hill was 
frozen in the least, and he had ex- 
amined many orchards. 

Sumpter Zombro. says that in several 
groves visited by him he was unable to 
find any injured fruit upon the high 
ground, but upon the low ground. at 
Base ‘line avenue and below,. where 
there is not much citrus fruit, the 
crop is badly frozen. 

r. Blanchard states that the lowest

POMONA, 


Scores of Orchards That Have Not Been Hurt 
in the Least. 

POMONA, Jan: 8.—(Special.) The 
cold wave that struck this valley last 
Thursday reached its worst on Satur- 
day night, the weather moderating on 
Sunday. It has been a remarkable 
spell of weather in many respects. 
The greatest peculiarity is that the 
wave went in “streaks’’ over the val- 
ley, and, in some localities, where the 
thermometers were exposed to the 
frost, the mercury dropped to 23 deg. 
A fair estimate is that, aS a rule, the 
mercury marked 27 and 28 deg. 

The damage to the orange crop has 
been very light, and there are scores 
of orchards that have npt been in- 
jured in the least. Some damage has 
been done in the Kingsley tract, where 
some of the choicest fruit is grown, 
but there are orchards in this tract 
that are not hurt in the least. In the 
Seth Richards tract, which contains 
one of the largest navel orange orch- 
ards in the world, the fruit is not in- 
jured at all. 

Rev. C. B. Sumner, James Beckét, 
William O'Connor and C. P. Frissell 
all say that not a particle of damage 
has been done to their orchards, and 
numerous other growers make the 
same statement in regard to their own 
groves. The facts in the case are, that 
very little damage has been done the 
orange crop of this valley, the dam- 
age being: confined to only a few 
orchards. 

The tender growth of young trees 
has been served in the same way. In 
some places, the young trees are dam- 
aged, while in other places they are 
untouched. The older orange trees 
have put forth much new growth dur- 
ing the last few weeks, and this new 
growth is nipped, but it is stated by 
prominent growers that this is no 
damage to the trees. Taking all things 
into consideration, Pomona has fared 
exceedingly well, and the orange-grow- 
ers have even to be thankful. It was 
a close call. 


SANTA ANA. 


Colder on Tlonday Morning Than at Any 
Time Previous This Winter. 
SANTA ANA, Jan. 8.—(Special.) The 
temperature in Santa Ana fell lower 
Monday morning than it has at any 
time previous this winter, and yet the 
oranges are considered to be fortunate 
in escaping serious injury. The lemons, 
however, were not so.fortunate, and are 


The weather now is warming up, and 
danger of further injury is considered 
past. During the night a record was 
taken frorn a thermometer on Fourth 
street, and the fo ing is the result: 
At 10:30 p.m., 34 deg.; at 1 a.m., 31 deg.; 
3 am., 29 deg.; and at 5 a.m., 27 deg. 
When the last observation was made 
the air was crisp and the ground was 
white with frost. 

Later in the day, however, the genial 
rays of old Sol warmed up the earth, 
and ladies were out in the streets with 
parasols and without wraps. 

Still later in the day word came from 
Villa Park and El Modena that the 
fruit in that section was not injured by 
the freeze. !

Ed [lorrell [larried to a Young Woman of

The startling nature of this point of 
order caused the greatest excitement and 
confusion. Members crowded down 
about the Speaker’s rostrum, Mr. Bou- 
telle in fierce tones insisted that his 
point of order should be submitted di- 
rectly to the House. It was notorious, 
he went on hotly, that this question 
which he had before the House was es- 
sential to its dignity. The flagrant acts 
committed by the Executive abroad 
were known to every member and it 
was also known that the. President’s 
disgraceful policy had culminated. 

At this point Mr. McMillan vainly at-

(Popular Science Monthly:) It. may 
secin lposse.vie “that, witnout leaving 
the Deparinient of the séine, men, 
born with tne instincts of an Arkansas 
iwupper should succeed in sSatilying 
their love of life in the open air and 
their passion for hunting. One type 
resoives this problem—-men who coilect 
subjects for laboratories. In the high 
schools, museums of natural history, 
at the Sorbonne, the College of France, 
the medical college anu the na.uralists’ 
rooms new subjects are consiautiy re- 
quired. Frogs, snakes, salamanders, 
insects of ali kinds, water beetles, 
crickets, grasshoppers, anu finally bats 
and cats; specimens of these animals 
are used every day and, with the excep- 
tion of fregs and cats none are to be 
found in the market. In addition, the 
Horticultural Gardens and the Garven 
of <Acclimatization, in order to feed 
their insectivorous reptiles and birds, 
must have a quantity of living insects 
which are not easily procured for them. 
Finally, our aquariums, especially the 
Trocadero, require infusoriae and crus- 
taceans of an inferior species for the 


M ¢ Support of their young fish; the young 


trout and mon have especially 
greedy appetites, and active, energetic 
men must work to keep them supplied. 
There are many varieties of hunters, 
but they all have one quality in com- 
mon, a horror of regular work, and 
an intense love of a vagabond life. The 
collector for laboratories will start out 
five or six times a month on excursions 
at a certain season, will remain away 
each time four or five days, = 
the open air under the stars an 
edge of some ditch, livmg on a bit e 
dry bread which he finds in the bottom 
of his canvas box.

MISERY IN GREAT CITIES. 


Only those who have resided in the 
large cities of Europe carr appreciate 
the full eignificance of those reports 
which are told of the thermometer go- 
ing many degrees below zero. At the 
best, and when the weather is mild, 
the unfcrtunate poor of those cities 
have but a miserable existence. When 
to the horrers of hunger ard nakedness 
and misery is added that of biting 
cold the condition of the poor becomes 
as to crouse sympathy, @yen in 
the hardest heart. On a freezing win- 
ter night hundreds of wretched men 
and women may be seen huddled to- 
gether in out-of-the-way spots of Lon- 
don end other large cities with nothing 
to protect their shivering limbs from 
¢he clements but a few rags. Yet 
within a stone's throw of such scenes 
may be found the warm and elegant 
homes cf the wealthy. It appears 
shockirg to visit such scenes for the 
firat time, but withthe residents of 
theme cities it is a case where famll- 
farity breeds contempt. They have 
been so zecustomed to this state of af- 
fairs as long as they can remember 
that tt docs not occur to them as if 
euything else could be possible. In 
fact, it is taken as a matter of course 
and the task of those who attempt to 
velie:e suck wholesale misery is indeed 
a’ bara ene. Bven Gen, Booth found it 
aimost more than he could manage, 
nithough he has made a brave attempt 
to at least mitigate some of the suffer- 
ing. 

Meantime, while we regard with sym- 
pathy the condition of the unfortunates 
‘rm the large cities of Europe, it will 
not do for us to forget that a similar | 
etate of affairs, on a smaller seale, is 
growing up in some of our Jarge cities, 
such as New York and Chicago. Even. 
iu San Francisco, the chief city of this 
Golden Statc, there was witnessed a 
few days ago the speetacie of over a 
thousand men standing patiently in 
line in order to ebtain tickets which 
would insure them temporary work at 
na dollar a day; and a feW-days ago 
8500 persons were fed in that city on 
charity. Fortunately in our favored 
rity of Los Angeles the conditions are 
puch that there is comparatively little 
agtual distress. Stilt there is some, and 
ifose of cur readers who are charitably 
fiictined will have no trouble in finding 
worth: recipients of thelr generosity, 
whather bestowed personaly or 
through the medium of the Agsociated 
Charities, Meantime, it may again be 
rémmarke4 that there is a strong senti- 
mcnt among the the citizens of this 
county that both the city and county 
governments should provide some 
means of employment for such worthy 
persons as are in need of work.. Sev- 
eral means of furnishing such employ- 
ment bave been suggested by corre- 
Fpoadents of The Times during the past 
few Aays, and several more plans are 
printed today. Some of them are good, 
others impracticable. It is not, how- 
ever, necevsary to go very far to dis- 
cever some practical method of fur- 
nishing employment to those who are 
gut ef work.

OUR COLD SNAP. 


Nature seems to be at outs with us 
and the Midwinter Fair, and is giving 
to Southern California a season of al- 
most unparalleled cold for this section. 
Such a succession of heavy frosts as 
we are having are rere in this climate, 
and are doing some damage to our 
citrus fruits. 

It is wnfortunate that this should 
have occurred upon the verge of the‘ 
opening of the exposition, although 
Southern California has a large amount 
of fruit that has escaped injury. But 
some of our finest oranges have been 
caught in the grip of Jack Frost, and 
our orchardists are feeling anxious as 
to the outcome if these frosty nights 
are much longer continued. 

The heavy snowfall in the mountains 
affects somewhat the temperature of 
the warmer valleys, although the cold 
nights are followed by as perfect davs 
But why should

compared with the great harvest which 
remains untouched and in a marketabie 
condition. Probably the heaviest dam-. 
age that will result has already been 
done, for a much longer continuance 
of frosty nights is not to be anticipated. 


Killing frosts are the exception with 


us in this climate, and it is an unusual 
oceyrrence for the mercury to fall so 


low as it has with in the past few 
nights. 

Of course this visitation will fall 
heaviest upon our fruit-growers and 
tell somewhat upon our’ fair exhibits, 
but there are thousands who will re- 


joice in the renewed health and strength 


which it will impart, as the blood 
courses more rapidly through the veins 
and its usually sluggish flow is quick- 
ened. Disease germs, which might be 
lying latent in our midst, will be de- 
Stroyed, and a summer of greater free- 
dom from sickness may be anticipated. 
So let the good people gf Southern Cal- 
ifornia restrain themselves from 
grumbling and go about their business 
with their usual cheerfulness. As much 
g00d as loss will doubtless be the out- 
come of this unusual spell of cold 
weather, though, perhaps, just now our 
eyes are not open to see the good that 
may result.

‘Some extremely erroncous and mis- 
leading figures appeared—inadvertently 
and incomprehensibly—in an article 
published yesterday on the proposed in- 
come-tax law, a synopsis of which was 
given by telegraph some days ago. It 
is of course obvious to the intelligent 
reader that the correct figures should 
have been as follows, when made on 
the suppositious bases given in «the 
article referred to: (1) At the rate of 
8 per cent. net, the earnings of a cor- 
poration with $5,000,000 capital would 
be $400,000 per annum, a 2 per cent. tax 
on which would amount to $8000. If 
the corporation were composed of 
eighty stockholders, holding equal 
amounts of-stock, they would be taxed 
at the rate of $100 a year each. (2.) A 
person with a net income of $100 per 
month ($1200 per year) would (at the 
rate of 2 per cent.) pay an income tax 
of $24 per year. This is plain. In the 
case of a widow with the above in- 
come, having a family to support, and 
with no other source of revenue, even 
a 2 per cent. income tax would be felt 
when added to the other burdens of 
government, State and municipal, and 
to the general expenses of the family. 
It would be manifestly just to except 
at least the smaller incomes from the 
operation of the proposed law. 


Mr. Cleveland's “My Ambassador” at 
the German court has been painting 
his extremities vermillion by having 
himself carted about Berlin in a highly- 
ornate equipage, attended by a bediz- 
ened coachman and two footmen.

Receivers for the A.-and 
Railroad. 


Holders of Second Mortgage Bonds 
the Complainants. 


Thousands of Dollars of Taxes That 
are Due and Unpaid. 


An Enormous Amount of Floating Indebted- 
ness Charged Up Against the Insolvent 
Company Which Was Incurred as 
Construction Costs. 


Judge Ross in the United States Cir- 
cult Court made an order early yester+ 
day morning In the case of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Company vs. the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad Company, ap- 
pointing Joseph W. Reinhart, John 
J. McCook and Joseph C. Wilson as 
receivers for the insolvent railway cor- 
poration, 

The complaint upon whicn the appli- 
cation for receivers was granted is 
very lengthy, and sets forth in detail 
the circumstances which have forced 
the present decisive issue in the matter. 

The plaintiff company begins its 
statement of facts by setting forth that 
‘it is regularly organized under the laws 
of the State of New York, where its 
principal plece..of business is located, 
and follows up this by outlining ite 
cause. of action which in brief is as 
follows: 

The railroad company was formed 
under an act of 1886 empowering it to 
acquire, construct, operate and main- 
tain various lines of railway. The road 
constructed under this charter ex- 
tended from Isleta, N. M., to Mojave, 
Ca]. On September 1, 1£87, the railway 
company made and delivered ite spv- 
ond mortgage, wherein it conveyed to 
the plaintiff company as trustees the 
franchises, rights-of-way, railroad and 
telegraph lines, land and Jand grants 
shops, depots and all other railroa 
property on what was known as the 
Western division, beginnrng at Albu- 
querque on the Rio Grande in New 
Mexico, and thence running by way of 
Agua Fria or other suitable es, 
thence along the 35th parallel of latitude 
to the Colofado River, together with 
all additions and éxtensions which the 
company might make; also all rents, 
tolls, profits and appurtenances. This 
mortgage was made to secure an issteé 
of bonds known as “‘second mortgage, 
6 per cent. guaranteed gold bonds, At- 
lantic and Pacific; Western division, 
limited to $10,000 per mile.” 

These bonds were proposed to be Is- 
sued in order to complete the western 
division of the road. The Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fe and the St. Louis 
and San Francisco companies joined in 
the execution of the mortgage 4s guar- 
antors of payment of the principal and 
interest. The $1000 bonds were made 
payable on September 1, 1907, and to 
bear interest at the rate of 6 per cent., 
the interest to be’ payable semi-an- 
nually on the first days of March and 
September of each year, at the agency 
of the rafiroad in New York. 

Of the bonds authorized to be issued | 
and secured by the mortgage, the rail- 
road company delivered to the principal 
amount of $5,600,000, to the trust com- 
pany, of which $5,500,000 remains un- 
paid, and were at the date of the com- 
plaint actually outstanding. . 

In the mortgage, or deed of trust, 
it was among other things, stipulated 
that the railroad company should pay 
all taxes and assessments en the prop- 
erty,, and not suffer any lien or attach- 
ment superior to the second mortgage 
to be placed against it. — 
The latter part of the conditions the 
railroad company had failed to keep, 
as there was unpaid and due large sums 
for taxes in the Territories of New 
Mexico and Arizona, which, if lawfully 
levied, would constitute a lien which 
the agreement expressly prohibited. 
The amount of taxes due in New Mex- 
leo was $15,440.51, and in Arizona $73,- 
379.50. The company being in default in 
the payment of these taxes rendered 
the property liable to seizure, as the 
company was known to be totally un- 
able to pay, being without funds. At 
any time the proper officials might sell 
the railroad and equipments to cover 
the large sums due as taxes and the 
accrued interest with penalties and 
costs. «+ 
Demands had been made by the 
plaintiff company to have the railroad 
people live up to their agreement, but 
without avail. On the ist of March 
next there would be due for interest 
on bonds issued and outstanding by the 
second $165,000, which the 
company would also find it impossible 
to meet, being wholly insolvent and car- 
y? a floating indebtedness of $15,- 


In the complaint it was declared 
that if allowed to go on in operation 
as at present, the road would soon be- 
come encumbered with attachments 
and liens, which would interfere with 
its work as a common carrier, and 
great harm would be worked unless’ 
it was placed under order of the court 
where it could be managed systemat- 
ically until the indebtedness was re- 
moved. 

On January 4 a complairit and peti- 
tion was filed in the Second District 
Court of New Mexico, and on the 5th 
one in the Fourth District Court of 
Arizona, resulting in the appointment 
of receivers to take charge of the prop-. 
erty in the sections over which the 


prayer offered for Judge Ross‘’s ¢on- 
sideration, like those in the preceding 
cases, was that the second mortgage 
held by the trust company be declared 
a lien on the property, subject as se- 
curity for bonds issued, and that re- 


_ceivers be appointed. Further, that an 


Injunction might be issued restraining 
the defendant company from interfer- 
ing with the property or transfering 
any part ofit. | thy 

Upon the statements set forth Judge 
Ross made the following order: 

“‘Now, on January 8, comes complain- 
ant, the Mercantile Trust Company of 
New York, by Alexander and Green 
and W. B. Childers, its solicitors, and 
also the defendant, the Atlantic and 
Pacific lroad Company, by C. N, 
Skerry, its solicitor, and thereupon, on 
complaint and affidavits fled on behalt 
of complainant, comes on for hearing 
on application of the Mercantile Trust 
Company, for the appointment of re- 
ceivers, which said appointment is not 
resisted by defendant railroad company, 
said defendant company waiving serv- 
ice of all notices, and same having 
been argued by counsel and consid- 
grea by the court, and the court being 
ully advised in the premises, it is 
hereby ordered that J. W. Reinhart, 
John J. McCook and J, €, Wilson be, 
and they are hereby, appointed re- 
ceivers of all and single of the lands 
and hereditaments of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Company, covered by the mort- 
gage sought to be foreclosed.” 

A lengthy clause followed, defining 
the extent and scope of the receivers 
authority, and, in addition, ardering 
that the injunction against interference 
or transfer be allow to issue. 

This is the third petition which wil 
he presented for the® @ppointment of 
receivers for the insalvent road as 
those named already have authority 
over all the property involved or sub-

I saw one lady, a noble Duchess, witn 
her’ long bib apron on, scraping carrots 
and working as hard as Boy kitchen 
maid. The meals were serv every day 
at 2 o’clock, when the children from the 
schools. were marched down to the 
kitchen, with their cans and baskets to 
receive what their cards called for. It 
was a sight to remember. Those little 
ones, who had been so pinched for food, 
taking home enough to feed the whole 
family. It was good for the receivers, 
and how much better for the givers. It 
brought them in closer touch with each 
other.

A Severe Arraignment. 

LOS ANGBELES, Jan. 8, 1894.~(To 
the Editor of The Times.) During the 
past two or three months I have had 
occasion to note and opportunity to ob- 
serve the method of heating the High 
School of this city, if heating it can 
be called, and I am thorougnly con- 
vinced that never before has such an 
outrage béen perpetrated upon scholars 
as is now being done when they are 
placed in the large building used for 
school purposes and expected to bear 
with the extreme cold of that place. 
Why the parents of these children 
have not risen in rebellion long before 
now I cannot understand. Think of 
pupils trying to study in a room so 
cold. that their breath is visible! Think 
of putting forty-five, fifty or sixty 
pupils in a room where the air is full 
of the vile odor of gas—the only mate- 
rial used for fuel—and which impure 
air they must necessarily breathe. 
Think of the absurdity of trying to 
heat an auditorium, which has a seat- 
ing capacity of 700 with three miser- 
able little gas stoves. Does it not look 
as if some kind of an alliance existed 
between the school board ind the gas 
company? 

I am convinced if some of the parents 
would 100K into this matter the High 
Sch otf Los Angeles would cither 
cease to be or the city would be com- 
pelled to place in its High School build- 
ing a heating apparatus of some kind. 
I am also corivinced that there are few 
parents who, themselves, would stand 
the extreme cold to which their sons 
and daughters are daily subjected. 

My own son is now ill With lu 
fever, the direct result of a severe col 
taken by attending this school; and I 
know of a severe case of pneumonia 
from the same cause. One of the 
teachers has made the statement that 
never before have so many cases of 
iiimess existed among the pupils as 
now, all of which are the results of 
colds contracted during their attend- 
ance at school. Only last Friday the 
president of one of the societies, a 
young lady, stepped upon the stage of 
the auditorium, her neck muffled u 
and a wrap around her, and attempt 
to call the society to order but was 
utterly unable to make a sound, and, I 
am told by one of the pupils, that this 
sare young lady had not been able 
to speak during the entire weck. What 
are parents thinking of to allow a 
child in such a condition to attend 
school in a building like the one we 


and pupils alike are bun- 
dled up in wraps and furs during the 
whole day. Is health the price we 
must pay for learning? I beseech other 
parents to investigate this matter, and 
thereby learn the cause of so many 
of the ailments of thefr children. Let 
them, then, after investigation, ques- 
tion whether or not the ,000 placed 
in this building (for Which sum thev 
were assessed) has been put to the 
best usage or not.

ONE OF THE FINE ABTS. — 


Watchmaking and Repairing ag 
‘Reduced to a- Science. 


Many Watches Ruined by Carelessness and In= 
competent Handling by So-called Watch- 
makers—Why Great Care Should Be 
Used in Secking Repairs. 


There was a time when watches were: 
great big affairs, which ‘were appropri- 
ately called turnips. Then almost any, 
one with a little experience, could be a 
wateh-repairer, for the. works of time-’ 
pieces had not then become as minute, 
and delicate as they now are, But, now-: 
a-days, the case is very 4ifferent.' 
Watches, and especially the finer grades, 
have been improved until they are now 
probably the most intricate mechanism’ 
made. Many of the pafts are so small 
that they cannot be handled without the, 
aid of a magnifying glass.

Prize Shipment of Prunes—Newspaper Porced 
to Suspend. 

J. R. Bennett of the Ojai recently 
shipped a car of fourteen tons of dried 
prunes to a New York firm. He had 
sent a sample of the fruit to the con- 
signees, and received a telegram from 
them, “ship at once, this grade of fruit 
is scarce.’ Ordinarily it takes from 
three to four tons of green fruit to 
make one of dried; that of Mr. Ben- 
nett’s only required two. After drying 
the fruit is carefully graded and sacked 
ready for shipment. Out of the four- 
teen tons shipped, eleven graded from 
fifty to sixty prunes to the pound, the 
balance from seventy to ninety. 
were grown without irrigation.

THE PRATT CONTES 


{A Decision by Judge 


Clark. 


Judze Campbell Appointed Guar- 
dian of Mrs. Pratt, 


With Bonds Fixed at Eighty Thou- 
sand Dollars. 


The Injunction Proceedings Before Judge 
Van Dyke—A Crank Committed 
to the Asylum —Court 
Notes. 


Judge Clark has decided the sensa- 
tional contest over the guardianship 
of Mrs. Annie A. Pratt, an incom- 
petent, by appointing E. L. Campbell, 
Esq., of San Francisco, as such guard- 
ian, with bonds in the sum of $80,000; 


pointment o* both Mrs. Lucy C. Good- 
speed and her aunt, Mrs. Anah E. Mans- 
field. 

Contrary to the expectation of the 
general public, no verbal or written 
Qpinion was rendered in the case, a 
minute order to the above effect sim- 
ply being made by the court late on 
Saturday afternoon, but withheld from 
publication until yesterday morning 
for some unaccountable reason. 

This decision is in conformity with 
the views expressed by Judge Clark 
during the trial of the contest, in pass- 
ing upon a motion for a continuance, 
which was published verbatim in The 
Times on December 28 last. 

THE INJUNCTIVN PROCTEDINGS. 

The case of Mrs. Lucy C. Goodspeed 
et al vs. John Mansfield et al., an i..- 
junction suit arising out of the con- 
troversy over the guardianship of Mrs. 
Pratt, came up before Judge Van 
Dyke in Department Four yesterday 
afternoon for hearing, upon a motion 
made by cefendant’s counsel to dis- 
solve the temporary injunction issued 
therein. 

The motion is made upon the grounds: 
Firat, that it appeurs from the a.iega- 
tions of said complaint that = said 
plaintiffs are not entitled to said injunc- 
tion. Second, that it does not appear 
fiom the allegations of said complaiuf 
that said p! intiffs are entitled to an 
injunction, nor dees it appear there- 
from that any cause or grou:.d for an 
injunction exists. Third, that the or- 
der for said i: junction was improperly 
and improvidently made. Feour*h, that 
said injunction was imprevidenuy and 
impropei.y issued. 

When the matter was called at 2 
p.m., Judge Van Dyke produced and 
read a dispatch which he had received 
from Charlies F. Manlon, Esq., of San 
Francisco, to the effect that he was the 
attorney for the plaintiff in said case, 
but was engaged in the trial before a 
jury of a case in that city, which would 
not be concluded until Tuesday night, 
that his clients had given a good bond; 
that no one would be hurt by a delay 
of a few days, and asking for a con- 
tinuanee for a week, or two days, at 
least. 

Percy R. Wilson, Esq., stated to the 


Monroe, Esq., who had. been suddenly 
called to San Francisco on important 
business, to make substantially the 
sanre, plea. 

Messrs. Houvhton and Campbell, who 
appeared for the defendants, objecting 
to the continuance, Judge Van Dyke 
remarked that ordinarily he granted 
continuances in the absence of counsel, 
but in this case he did not feel like 
absolutely refusing the defendants their 
rights to come into court and ask for 
a dissolution of the injunction, espe- 
cially since the part es had been served 
with a notice of said motion a week 
ago. The plaintiff in an injunction suit 
should always be ready to support it, 
with or without notice. On Saturday 
last the court had-taken the responsi- 
bility of continuing the matter, but 
Since the defendants had a right to 
come into court at any time, and were 
not required to give notice to the other 
side, if the injunction was improperly 
issued, he did not ‘Ree how he could re- 
fuse them that right. At any rate, the 
demurrer interposed to the complaint 
by the Cefendants would have to be sus- 
tained, and if piaintiffs did not see fit 
to amend their complaint within the 
usual time, ten days, the temporary in- 
junction would be dissolved 
ter of course. 

IMPORTANT LAND DECISION. 

Judge Van Dyke yesterday morning 
rendered his decision in the case oi 
Eliza Connolly vs. M. L. Wicks et al.. 
an action to .oreclose a mortgage fo! 
$20,000, the balance of the purchase 
money on 280 acres of land, upon which 
$8000 cash had been paid, ordering find 
ings and judgment for the plaintifi 
therein, in accordance witi the follow- 
ing written opinion: 

. » . “It seems to have been con. 
templated by the parties at the tim: 
hat the premises purchased wer 

be subdivided and sold in parcels, 
and the mortgage contained this clr use: 
‘It is agreed that any forty acres of 
this land. will be released from thi: 
mortgage on the payment of the sum 
of $4000 for each and every forty acre: 
so released.’ It is claimed on the part. 
of the defendant Wicks that subse. 
quently it was agreed with Connolly t 
take back 122% acres of the land at 
$100 per acre, and also to accept certain 
mortgages as part payment. » 

“It is also contended on the part of 
defendant Alexander Row:nson that an 
agreement was made whereby th: 
twenty acres he purchased should be 
released from the operation of the 
mortgage. These agreements were al! 
in parol, but it is maintained that they 
have been in whole or in part per- 
formed, and this contenticn is based 
upon the fact that an assignment of a 
certain note and mortgage was made 
the proceeds of which should be ap- 
plied on the note and mortgage in suit, 
but long prior to the time of the al- 
lese@ agreements tht note and mort- 
wage and suit were overdue, and the 
note and mortgage assigned were re- 
ceived and credited as so much money 
paid on the note and mortgage in suit. 
It therefore was simply a part payment 
on an overdue note, and cannot in any 


or part performance of the parol agree- 
ment in question, it was simply a part \ 
performance of the contract and obli- 
gation, then Overdue, to pay this note 
in suit. 

“It appears that releases were. had 
in guantities less than forty acres. Be- 
cause, however, the holder of the note 
and mortgage in question saw fit to 
release smaller quantities than that 
stipulated in the mortgage it is n» 
reason why a parol agreement to do 
so, uiltil the same is executed, is valid 
and binding in law. Without some 
new and independent consideration, a 
parol agreement to do anything differ- 
ent from that stated in the written con- 
tract or obligation or to make payments 
with a less sum or ina different man- 
ner than that specified in the written 
contract, unless accepted and carried 
out, furnishes no legal defense to a suit 
cn a written contract. (C. C., 1522, 1524, 
1541, 1698; Simmons vs. Hamilton, [£6 
Cal., 493; Simmons vs. Oullahan, 75 Cal., 
508; Holton vs. Noble, 83, Cal., 7.)

The 
parol agfeements set up by the defend- 
ants as modifications of the claim of 
the plainti.:f, as evidenced by the note 
and mortgage in suit, are repudiated 
by plaintiff and, for the reasons stated, 
cannot be enforced. The taxes ‘paid 
were assessed on the land and not on 
the security and do not constitute a 
payment on the debt secured. (Const,, 
art. 13, sec. 4.) 

It is conceded, however, that the 
sum of $1400 should be tredited in ad- 
dition to the amounts admitted in the 
complaint as having been paid. Inas- 
much as the land purchased, which 
has not already been released. from the 
operation of the mortgage, has been 
sold in parcels as contemplated at the 
time o1 the purchase and the execution 
of the mortgage in suit, equity would 
seem to require that the decree of 
foreclosure should direct the sale in 
| parcels accordingly.” « 

ADJIUDGED INSANE. 

Robert White, a native of Ireland, 
31 years of age, was duly adjudged 
insane and committed to the State 
Asylum at Highlands by. Judge York 
yesterday afternoon, in accordance 
with the recommendations of Commis- 
sioners Wernigk #hid Seymour, the ex- 
,amining physicians. 

The patient, who stated that he had 
been in an asylum at Independence, 
lowa, for four years, but escaped tnere- 
from, receritly »ecame enamored of 
Miss Tessa L. Kelso, the city librarian, 
and for several days past has haunted 
the upper story of the City Hall, in 
the hope of seeing the o! ject of his 
affections. Failing in this, however, 
he indited a weird epistle to Miss 
Kelso, in which he declared that he 
“loved her good,’”’ and requested her 
to send him to an asylum.

WANTS JUDGMENT. 


An Important Fresno Case in 
the Circuit Court. 


A Large Amount Involved—Claimed to Be 
Due on 4904 Shares of Irrigation Com- 
pany Stock—An Agreement 
Not Lived Up to.

The important case of W. J. Church 
vs. George C. Cheape came up for trial 
yesterday in the United States Circuit 
Court before Judge Ross, attracting 
“quite a number of well-known Fresno 
people as spectators as well as many 
who are otherwise interested from ac- 
quaintance with the parties concerned. 

The plaintif€ was represented by 
F. H. Short, Esq., of Fresno and Graift 
& LeFroy of this-city, while W. 5S. 
Wood, Esq., of San Francisco and W. 
J. Wilde, Esq., appeared in behalf of 
the defendant. 

Ground for complaint is based upon 
the ngn-payment by the defendant for 
certain shares of stock in the Fresnv 
Cunal and Irrigation Company. 

Prior to October 25, 1886, so it is al- 
leged, the plaintiff was the owner of 
4994 shares of stock in the cempanv 
named, This stock was afterward 
transferred to the defendant, the pur- 
chase price being named at $200,v0. 
By the terms of sale $90,000 was to be 
paid in cash and the balance, $110,000, 
as soon as the result was determined 
in an action to be brought which would 
affect the title of the stock. This ac- 
tion was commenced in 1891 in the Su- 
perior Court of Fresno. At the time 
the suit was begun the defendant 
agreed that if the plaintiff would pay 
$2000 toward defraying the expenses ol 
the litigation that as soon as the suit 
was decided he would pay up the bal- 
ance of the $110,000 then due. The 
plaintiff paid the $2000 and the case 
was finally settled, but the defendant 
failed and refused to perform his part 
of the agreement by discharging the 
$110,000 debt. The plaintiff claimed 
that he had paid no part of this 
sum at all except $25,000 on March 235, 
1890, and the further sum of $3000 on 
September 25, 1892, leaving unpaid a 
balance of $82,900 with interest on the 
$110,000 at 7 per cent. from October 25, 
1886, to March 25, 1890, and interest on 
$85,000 from March 25, 1890, t® Septem- 
ber 23, 1892, and interest on $2000 from 
the last-named date. 

Judgment is asked for accordingly.

MORE PARK LAND. 
The communication from the Park 
Commission recommending that cer- 


tain lots adjoining Elysian Vark be 
condemned, was read and referred to 
the Land Committee. . 

Councilman Munson moved that the 
thirty-five-acre tract west of Westlake 
‘ark be included in the condemnation 
proceedings. Referred to the Land Com- 
mittee. 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works as heretofore published was 
read and was adopted, except that por- 
Lion of it regaru.ing the petition of the 
Redondo Railway Company for a 
franchise across Jefferson street, which, 
on motion, was tai.en from the Board 
of Public Works. 

Councilman Nickell moved to deny 
the petitidn. He said he would like to 
settle the question one way or the other 
so that the propefty-owners could be at 
rest regarding it. 

Ex-Councilman Tufts appeared and 
spoke on the question, saying that if 
the matter were one of public improve- 
ment the property-owners in that local- 
ity would not object. As, however, the 
proposition was one cf dollars and 
cents to one man or one company, they 
did not like to have the company’s 
tracks crossing Jefferson street, which 
was one of the most beautiful thorough- 
fares in the city. 

The petition was denicd. 

TO IRRIGATE CAHUENGA VALLEY. 

Messrs. Galbraith and Cole, Esas., 
appeared on a petition from the (Ca- 
heunza Valley Water Cémpany asking 
ihat the city furnish water from the 
river for irrigation purposes. They ask- 
ed that the company be allowed to take 
from the waterway known as the main 
supply ditch, at a point near Ivanhoe, 
at least 300 inches of water under a 
four-inch pressure, cons ant flow. The 
petition was referred to the Water Sup- 
ply Committee. 

The City Clerk reported that it would 
be in order to pass final ordinances as 
follows:

BIDS’ OPENED. 

The time for receiving bids having ar- 
rived, the clerk, on motion, was in- 
structed to return without reading the 
bids for the Alameda-street sewer, and 
to notify bidders that proposals would 
be received for the same next Monday. 

The clerk opened and began to read 
the bids presented for street. work. 
After he had read three or four of 
them, two or three more petitions were 
handed in. Their reception was ob- 
jeeted to on the ground that they were 
handed in after 11 o'clock. There was 
a consultation of timepieces, and it was 
finally decided to reject them. 

The bids for the city advertising were 
as follows:

These bids were referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

The bids for repairing sprinkling 
hydrants were Roeder Bros., $495 per 


annum, and W. N. Bailey, $335 per un- 
num.. These bids were referred to the 
Supply Committee. 

Lids for work on Broadway, Centen- 
nial and Sand streets, and Carrol and 
Belmont avenues, were read and re- 
ferred to the Board of Public Works.

TRAINED NURSES.

An Expert Tells Some Interest- 
ing Facts. | 


Prom FEarliest Ages Attendance Upon the 
Sick Has Been Recognized as a Work 
Dictated by ihe Noblest 
Instincts. 


(Chicago Tribune: Mrs. Bedtord-Fen- 
wick, whom many Chicago women will 
remember pleasantly. in connection with 
he British nurses’ exhibit at the fair, 

as been writing about the’ history 
and art of nursing in an English paper 
She says in part: 

“It is only within the past thirty 
vears that the art of nursing, as we 
now understand it, hagheen taught and 
practiced upon ai scientific basis.” 
though from the earliest ages of which 


we possess any records, the fact has 
been recognized that the attendance 
on the sick and sufferitig is a work 


dictated by the noblest instincts of hu- 


manity. Although the names of cele- 
brated Greek physicians are handed 
down to us. side by side with those of 


the great warriors and poets, although 
hospitals built by the Buddhist kings 
af Ceylon and Cashmere, existed for 
hundreds of vears before the birth of 
Christ. and Hindeos raised their “‘siek- 


houses,"’ for animals as well as for 
men, centuries before the first Chris- 
tian Zenadochium was founded it is 
only within comparatively modern 


times that we find any prominent part 
assigned to nursing in public instituti- 
tions in connection with the healing 
art. In fact. it was not until Christi- 
anity became a State religion, atul em- 
rerors and kings founded hospitals as 
jart of the duty inculcated upon them 
by their creed, that ladies came pub- 
licly forward to nurse and feed lepers 
and beggars, and knights formed 
‘hemeelves into orders for the protec- 
of pilgrims in poverty or illness. 
After this brotherhoods were establish- 
such as the Franciscans, whose spe- 
lak duty was the nursing of the sick, 
ind which still further exemplilied the 
‘act that it was considered beneath the 
dignity of the tron man of those days 
to cure for the weakly and ailing, and 
that the atendance upon such was es- 
sentially a work for the gentle and 
compassionate. In the old Scandinavian 
songs and sagas it is the women who 
wait. upon the wounded. watch the 
dying and mourn the dead. It was their 
juty to know all the times and signs 
# sickness, and to prepare with mys- 
terious rites drugs as well as chamns 
,and love philters. 
DEVOTION OF MEDIEVAL NURSES. 
“Then, as time went on, those who 
devoted their lives to the care of the 
sick began to band themselves together 
into communities and sisterhoods, 
among which, perhaps, the must fa- 
mous were the Hospital Sisters of St. 
Catherine and of St. Llizabeih. In the 
times of great plagues, when all fled, 
we learn that it was these women 
who remained steadfast at their posts. 
dying among the sufferers whoni they 
nad in charge, faithful to their calling— 
a noble example for all future genera- 
tions of nurses. Wien, during the Cru- 
sades, the terribie scourge of leprosy 
spread throughout Lurope, its victimes, 
unhapy outcasts of society became 
the special objects of charity, compas- 
sion, and self-sacrifice of the nurses of 
that day, and in the lazar houses, 
which were founded everywhere, nurses 
aceupied positions of much responsibil- 
ty and authority. When during the four- 
teenth and fifieenth centuries, leprosy 
died out, these empty houses were con- 
verted gradually into general hospitals, 
which in many instances long miain- 
tained their original designation, al- 
though their internal organization was 
slowly altered to meet thetr- new re. 
quirements. 
“A great impulse was given ta nurs- 
ing by Pope Innocent III, who, at the 
beginning of the fifteenth century, es- 
tablished the great Hospital of St. 
Spirito at Rome, placing it under the 
control of Guy de Montpellier. founder 
ef the Nursing Order vf the Holy 
Ghost. Modified as tu its arrangenients 
to meet modern views it remains to 
this day a magnificent monument of 
the benificent wisdom of its originator, 
The first nursing body beuring a dis- 
tinct secular churacter was the Sis- 
ters of Mercy of St. Vincent de Paul. 
The foundér of that order undoubt- 
ediy gave the impulse to medern 
nursing when he ordained that his fol- 
lowers should have ‘no monasteries 
but the houses of the sick. no cells 
but a hired room, no cloisters but the 
Streets of the town and the. wards of 
the hospitals, no inclosure but obedi- 
ence, and for convent bars only the 
fear-of God. For a veil they have a 
holy and perfect modesty, and, while 
they keep themselves from the infec- 
tion of vice, they sow the seeds of 
virtue wherever they turn their steps.’ 
“In England. since the downfall of the 
monastic institutions, nursing has. pass- 
‘ed almost entirely out of the hands 
mf religious orders, but abroad. unti! 
within the last generation. it has re- 
mained more or less under their cen- 
trol. But everywhere nursing for more 
than a century seemed to have lost its 
former higher ideals and to have lapsed 
into the hands of those who brought 
discredit ©: the calling, and oftentimes 
danger to the sick. It is only within 
our OWN times that the old feeling has 
Again arisen that it is woman's privl- 
Jege to attend upon the sick: that the 
profession so far from being derogatory 
mmily calls forth the highest and bright- 
Pst qualities of wamanhood. 
PROGRESS OF TWENTY YEARS. 
“It is difficult to estimate or eyen 
Faithfully describe the advances which 
pave been made during the last twenty 
oti Large and smal! hospitals have 
mited in giving definite instructions in 
the science and ari of nursing to edu- 
cated gentlewoinen, who, in larger-and 
larger numbers every year, have entered 
the calling. Néw and improved methods 
have been und constantly are being in- 
troduced, and the general level.of use- 
Falness and efficiency being raised. 
“The next’ and final development in 
the history of nursing must consist. in 
improved methods of education, and 
of subsequent employment for nurses. 
During the 


transition period through 
Which we have been passing’ in the 
Jast few years. immense diversity of 
Bystem, as regards the training given 


their probationers. has prevailed in dif- 
ferent hospitals. In some the scientific 
side has been developed highly; in 
Others the practical side has been chiefly 
insisted upon, and for a proper educa- 
tion, it is essential that both’ should 
receive due and equal Consideration. 
eectures on anatomy, physiology. 
hygiene. etc, fail in their uitimate aim 
end purpose if the pupil is not taught 
how to apply such knowledge in the 
actual ministration’ t the sick. And. 
on the other side, however practically 
experienced a nurse may become in 
the signs of disease and the necessities 
of illness, her work is fettered in its 
full usefulness if she is performing 
her @uties in total ignorance of their 
Faison d'etre, and of the objects which 
Bhe is seeking to attain. It seems 
probable that before very Jong proba- 
tioners will be required before admis- 


Bion into hospitals to pass a prelimin- 
ary examination in the subjects of or- 
@inary education, and in the special 


sciences with which they will need to 
be acquainted in their ward work. This 
will enable the entire term of hospital 
training to be devoted actually, as well 
as in name, to attendance upon the 
wick, and with greater advantage to 
the pupil than now; because practica) 
experience will be built then upon an 
already acquired theoretical knowledge, 
Laastiy. at the termination of the train- 
ing, some means of uniform certification 
muet. be adopted, so that the term 
"“fained nurse,’ wherever it is used, 
denote a definite professional fact,

THE PATIENT MOLE. 


A Hatd-working Animal That is Not Fastid- 

ious About His Food. 

(Cornhill! Magazine:) A mole's life is 
by no means a gentlemanly sinecure. 
He has to work harder, in all. probabil- 
ity, for hig pittance of earth worms 
than any other animal works for his 
daily bread. He is the prototypal 
navvy. His whole existence is spent in 
perpetually raising and removing piles 
of earth by sheer force of muscle. In 
order to sustain such constant toii, and 
to replace and repair the used-up tissue, 
the mole requires to be always eating. 
His appetite is voracious. 

He works like a horse and eats like 
an elephant. Throughout his waking 
hours he is engaged in pushing aside 
earth and scufrying after worms in all 
his galleries and tunnels. The laborer, 
of course, is worthy of his hire. Suc 
ceaseless activity can only be kept up 
by equally ceaseless feeding, and 80 
the mole’s existence is one long, Sav- 
age alternation of labor and banquet- 
ing. His heart and lungs and muscles 
are working at such a rate ihat if he 
goes without food fer half a day he 
<tarves and dies of actuai inanition. 
fie is a high-pressure engine. 

His drinking is like his eating, m- 
moderate in all things. he, must have 
his liquor much and ofteu. Se-he digs 
many pits in his tunneled ground, and 
catches water in them to supply his 
needs at frequent intervals. He doesn't, 
believe. however, in the early closing 
movement. Day and night alike, he 
drinks every few hours, for day and 
night are all alike te him; he works 
and rests by turn. after the fashion of 
the navvies employed in digging tun- 
nels. or measures his time by watches, 
as is the way of sailors. 


An Italian Method of Helping the Poor. 

(Pittsburgh Dispatch:) Now that 
ways and means are being discussed for 
the relief of the suffering poor, it might 
be well to consider a method of pro- 
curing donations that is being em- 
ployed with success in Florence, Italy 
A Pittsburgher, in a recent letter from 
that city, says: “During last summer 
there were a good many in Leghorn 
who suffered from the ravages of the 
cholera. and some families were robbed 
of their support. So Florence, which 
was not visited by the dread plague. 
has undertaken to help the unfortu- 
ates of the ‘sister city, and this is 
the way she has done it: Two large 
army wagons were procured, with 
drivers, and trumpeters, and other at- 
tendants. Gaeh day they went through 
a different quarter of the city, blowing 
their horns, and asking for alms for 
the poor of Leghorn: two men going in 
front to receive contributions of money 
in sealed boxes. and the others follow- 
ing to get bundles of clothes, eatables 
or whatever might be offered. In this 
Wav 2 great deal has been collected 
much being. no doubt. given -which 
the. donors would not have taken the 
trouble to carry to a place of common 
reception, but gave willingly, when 
the opportunity was presented at their 
doors. The idea seems to be a good 
ene, and might be advantageously ap- 
plied in many of our American cities 
where collections of the kind are ofter 
asked fer, and where gencrosity is 
lurgely developed.” 


What Constitutes an Engegement. 

(New York Sun:) Women will be in- 
terested in a decision of the court that 
na formal statement by either party is 
necessary to establish an engagement 
of marriage. A man and a woman may, 
be engaged to be married without either 
of them making a definite and exact 
proposal to the other. If a man is con- 
stant in his general attentions to a 
woman, calls on her two or three times 
aw . takes her to the theater, and is 
seen with her to the exclusion of other 
women, or if his conduct with her leads 
to the general supposition that the two 
will one day be made one, that is in 
law an engagement to married. The 
English courts decided-recently that, if 
two people who were engaged. break 
off their engagement to marry. each 
one has a legal claim upon the presents 
he or she had handed over to the other. 
These presents, including the engage- 
ment ring, were all part and parcel of 
the contract of marriage. and if the 
contract was dissol¥ed, it was just that 
everything pertaining to it should re- 
vert to its original owner. 


Fleas Clad in Armor. 

(St. Louis Globe-Democrat:) A flea is 
un armor-clad insect. If examined even 
through a low-power microscope, it will 
be seen that his body is covered with 
intensely-hard scales, fitted like the 
‘scale armor once worn by medieval 
knights, so that the scales slide over 
each other with the motions of the 
body, and afford it protection in any 
position. These scales are harder than 
horn, and to this fact the insect owes 
his safety in many very trying situa- 
tions. If it were not for these he would 
be crushed to death every time a dog 
gives himself a scratching with his foot; 
but, protected ag he is, and with strong 
claws that enable him to hold on _ to 
the surrounding hairs when the dog ber 
gins to scratch, the flea just takes a 
good hold, doubles up his legs, shuts 
his eyes, grins and bears it until, in the 
fond delusion that the victory has been 
won, the dog desists.

The town of Stamford, in Fairfax 
county, however, sees more advantages 
in a ston@ yard than in a wood-yard in 
providing for laboring men who are out 
of work, and has made arrangements 
for establishing one, in which the men 
can earn $1 a-day, which is a mere pit- 
tance, but better than nothing.

Newspapers Say About them- 
(New York Sun:) On the top floor of 
the Judge building, in Fifth avenue, 
there are two giris who are more, thor- 
oughly ‘“‘up to date’ than even 1492.” 
“They sit at a long table under the sky- 
light,» and paste newspaper clippings 
onto slips of paper. 
room, at another long table, more girs 
and a number’ of men sit and read 
newspapers all day long. They get 
through 800 papers a day, and except 
on Saturdays, when they draw their 
salaries, they curse the day that print- 
ing was invented. 

It is a clipping bureau. You would 
quickly discover that if you should go 
into the third room where several men, 
armed with the longest shears on rec- 
ord, cut and slash wherever the blue 
pencil has left*its mark. There are 
ever three thousand subscribers’ names 
down on the books. Three thousand 
people have enough curiosity oreinter- 
est about what the papers say of them 
to pay $5 per 100 for the clippings. Of 
this number quite one-half are women. 
They are mostly writers, or authoresses, 
as the lit@rary girl in the first room 
calls them. That girl is a marvel of 
information. You can go through the 
whole 3000 namés and catechise her on 
them all and she won't miss a ques- 
tion. She is gaid to be an oracle in her 
family and among her friends. Her 
particular work is sifting out the no- 
tices of literary people, and she hasn't 
much of an opinion of the craft. She 
doesn’t aspire to write a book. She 
thinks it's too common. 

But authoresses are not the only 
women who want to know what the 
world says about them. Soclety queens 
are quite as curious as to the expres- 
sion in the eye of the public as it 
looks at them. And there are actresses 
on the list, and artists—a few of them 
only, because they are generally too 
impecunious—and wives of prominent 
meth, And, in fact, all sorts and condi- 
tions of women. 

Mrs. Potter Palmer has been the 
most popular woman, journalistically 
speaking. if this country during the 
past year. In May alone, Mrs. Palmer 
received 1311 notices of herself through 
this bureau. This was a comparatively 
small proportion of those that were 
printed, for she excluded all Chicago 
papers, whieh, of course, teemed with 
references to her, and received only 
important ones from other papers.

WHERE CRIME IS UNKNOWN. 


The Vale of Andorra, a Modern Eden Un- 
soiled by the Touch of Progress. 

The good Bishop Urgel, who exer- 
cises supreme authority in the vale, has 
vetoed as satanic the intreduction of 
telegraphs and telephones to that prim- 
itive region, says the Pall Mall Gazette: 

The Vale of Andorra is. aS most read- 
ers are probably aware. one of the three 
really happy and contented states in 
Europe. The other two are the princi- 
pality of Monaco and the small repub- 
lic of St. Marino. Andorra, which fic- 
ures asSamere speck on the map, stands 
between France on the north and Spain 
on the south, and is reckoned by those 
who have seen jt one of the most 
charming spots in the Pyrenees. There 
are 9000 inhabitants, who, with a few 
exceptions, are either shepherds or cul- 
tivators of the soil. “The emperor 
with the flowing beard’’—Charlemagne 
—gave therm their autonomy, and most 
admirable has been the use they have 
made of their liberty. The State is gov- 
erned bv a council eomposed of twenty- 
four members elected each year, and 
from among the elders in the commun- 
ity he who is considered the wisest and 
is the most respected is chosen as pres- 
ident for life. It appears that the State 
has been free from crime since the 
end of the reventeenth century, and 
when that matter is alluded to by any 
of the inhabitants they invariably make 
the sign of the @ross, The particular 
crime appears to have been the result 
of a love affair. All public duties are 
performed gratuitously, with the excep- 
tion of. services rendered by the two not- 
aries who practice there and who ob- 
tain payment, when they are employed. 
But pray think of it—only two notaries 
in a population of 9000! : 

The head of every family, whether 
represented by father or eldest son, is 
supreme. Either the one or the other is 
implicitly obeyed, as it has always been 
the custom in patriarchal families. An- 
dorra, is too near the Spanish frontier 
for its inhabitants to have entirely es- 
caped the influence of pride or caste 
which_characterizes the former nation. 
Indeed, there ig no prouder race in the 
world than the Andorrans; they could 
give points to the noblest hidalgo. The 
Andorran’s word is his bond, and one 
might very naturally ask, What can the 
two notaries possibly have to do” The 
men are all soldiers, but in their annals, 
which are all in manuscript, there is no 
mention of any battle: having been 
fought within the last ten centuries. 
They tell the time principally by sun 
dials, and do without actors, brokers 
and policemen. 

The impression produced at the sight 
of the magnificent pine-capped mount- 
aing in the Vale.of Andorra, split up 
here and there by torrents which come 
rushing down their:sides and form at 
their base two rivers, the Ordino and 
the Embalire, is one of enchantment. 
The lowlands of the valleys, bordered 
by gigantic chestnut°and walnut trees, 
are rich in crops of golden corn, among 
which the vine and olive trees spread 
their twisted branches. Herds of cattle 
browse .on the green.plains, the snow- 
white fleeces of the sheep shining like 
silver beneath the rays of the setting 
sun. Intergecting streams are redolent 
of trout, and any quantity of game— 
grouse, partridges and other birds—fiv 
unoconcernedly within a stone’s throw of 
human. beings, ag if they were never 
interfered with or, had never smelt pow- 
der, which probably they dom or 
never have.

TO CATCH AND CURE THE GRIP. 


Take Precautions ‘Against Cold, Go to Bed 
and Nurse Yourself. 

(New York World: Dr. Francis J. 
Quinlan, lecturer on diseases of the 
throat and air passages at the Poly- 
clinic, says he has noticed a large num- 
ber of cases of grip in clinics; and that 
in talking over the matter with general 
practitioners, they have told him it had 
become quite prevalent in the last few 
weeks. 

have noticed, though,’ said Dr. 
Quinlan, “that the cases are somewhat 
milder and that the duration of the at- 
tack is not so long as in the recognized 
grip epidemics of three or four years 
ago. Of course, there abways are’ some 
cases of grip. These might be called 
endemic, but“they are: certainly much 
more common just now than they have 
been for some timer J think, like other 
diseases which sweep over the country, 
grip is losing its virulence, is running 
out, is becoming attenuated, so to 
speak."’ 

“What are the general and personal 
conditions which produce it?” 

“TI think it may safely be called a 
germ disease. Some have declared they 
have seen its bacillus. I have been a 
visitor at institutions where some 600 
old people lived a cloistered life, and it 
is astonishing how few of them suffer 
from it. It is those who are out of 
doors a good deal and who meet a 
great many people who are most sub- 
ject to it. Those who use tobacco and 
alchohol to excess and those who are 
under severe nervous mental strain are 
predisposed to it. 

“It it were not that so many. people 
are mouth-breathers such troubles as 
grip and severe colds wpuld not be 
nearly so common. The nasal passages 
warm and filter the air; they sift out 
the dust; they keep the throat and 
lungs from being inflamed by dry and 
cold air. If everybody breathed through 


gulps there would. be 
tarrh or sore throat. 
“People dress entirely too warm. 
Their underclothing is too heavy. Their 
clothing keeps the body bathed in 
moisture and begets a hyperaesthesia 
of the skin. It becomes too sensitive to 
heat and cold. They jump into heated 
cars and hang on straps in a hot and 
moist atmosphere, The car doors are 
opened frequently, and the cold wind 
Strikes the perspiring passengers an 
they get sudden chills. They get o 
and leave a temperature of 75 deg. or 
8) deg. to go into one of 15 deg. or 16 
deg. If they are at all sensitive to 
cold they lay themselves open to grip 
and influenza. Nothing sg invites 
disease of the air passages as muffling 
up the throat. All clothing should be 
light and closely woven.” . 
“How shail one avoid the grip?’ 

“If anybody wishes to avoid. grip 
let him be particular to change all 
garments when he goes to bed and 
keep his skin clean. Let him breathe 
through his nose, avoid the excessive 
use of alchohol and tobacco, and take 
ordinary precautions against colds. 
Don't get your feet wet, don’t keep on 
wet clothing. That’s only common 
sense. 
“But, supposing one Goes get grip, 
what shall be done” ~ 

“Let him live on a light diet, avold- 
ing meats and rich things which require 
muscular exertion to digest. Let the 
food be simple and piain, of a nature to 
soothe the stomach while it maintains

life. The patient should spend at least 
twenty-four hours in bed, thigking of 
nothing in particular. It is o o use 


to fight grip. One had better capitulgte 
at the first. Take plenty of . warm 
drinks to stimulate the action of the 
skin. It is necessary to take this 
course at the outset, for grip has some 
unpleasant sequels. If there is a weak 
beam in your houge grip will find it. 
It is the experience of every doctor 
that when he asks, ‘How long Wave you 
been troubled with this? the common 
answer is, ‘Ever since I had the grip.’ 
There is generally some permanent 
ailing left. There is deafness, or the 
eyes are affected; sometimes the taste 
gets dull or the muscular acfion of a 
hand or arm is impeded, but the. often- 
est pneumonia follows. a 

“So, when you have iniammation of 
the upper throat’and the passages of 
the nose, accompanied by great mental 
depression, aching bones, stiff neck and 
lame back, go to bed and nurse your- 
self.”’ |

BIG PAY FOR THE TRIP, — 
How a Northwestern Steamboat Captain 
Made $25,000 in, Two Days. 

“Yes,. they do lots of running, and 
they have fast boats and finé boats,’’ 
said a grizzled old ex-captain, as he 
stood on a dock at Seattle and watched 
the air line wake which Capt. John 
Jordison was laying out behind the 
Fiyer as she flew toward Tacoma, 
“But there is an old fellow uptown 
who made more money in forty-eight 
hours on an eight-mile round-trip 
with an old stern-wheel box than all 
of these fast boats can make in. six 
months,’ continued the  ex-capthin, 
talking to the representative of the 
Oregon Railway and Marine Gazette. 
“The packet I am alluding to was the 
sid steamer Enterprise. built on the 


around here by Capt. Tom Wright, who 
owned and commanded ther on-the fam- 
ous trip of which I speak. ‘Old Tom,’ 
as you all call him now, was running 
the Enterprise on the Fraser River in 
1858, at the time of that incipient rebel- 
lion sometimes known as ‘‘Ned Mc- 
Gowan’'s war.” McGowan and a lot of 
other Americans who were prospect- 
ing up around Hill's Bar, on the Fraser, 
had been arrested and brought before 
a British justice of the peace for some 
alleged indiscretion, and considerable 
feeling had been worked up over the 
matter, so much, in fact, that wild 
rumors of war and bloodshed had 
reached the outer world and_ the 
British troops“ were called on. A de- 
tachment of 100 men, with artillery 
and other equipments, was sent out 
from Victoria, and were nearing Lang- 
ley, B. C., when Capt. Wright and his 
steamer arrived at that port. The skip- 
per was prompt to see that his boat 
afforded the only available means for 
moving those troops up the river. He 
immediately told his purser to write 
out a schedule of rates: Passage, $100 
per man; freight, $100 per ton, and 
hang it in his office. This done, he 
walked ashore and met Lieut. Gussette, 
was in command of the . men. The 
lieutenant immediately asked him if 
he could take the troops up the river. 
The captain refiectively scratched his 
head for a moment, ‘and half doubt- 
ingly, said he supposed he could. 

“What are your rates?’ asked Gus- 

gsette. ‘Well, really don’t know,’ 
said Tom, ‘that’s a little out of my de- 
partment, and [ don’t always remem- 
ber; I will call the purser and find 
» “The purser was summoned, but like 
his superior officer, his memory was 
recklessly bad regarding ratcs between 
Langley and Hill's Bar. 

“ ‘Get your rate schedule,’ said Tom 
apparently vexed that’ the purser 
should know so little about his busi- 
ness, 

“The purser did so, and unconcern- 
ediy read the rate of $100 per man 
and $100 per ton. Gussette objected, 
argued and swore, but the immovable 
skipper explained that it was schedule 
rates, and that he couldn't think of 
charging the government less than was 
charged private individuals. The lieu- 
tenants efforts to secure a reduction 
were futile, and at last the troops, 107 
men in number, with fifty tons of 
equipments, were taken aboard. For- 
tune favored the Enterprise on that 
trip, and eighteen hours afier leaving 
Langley she reached her destination. 
Fort Hope, with her $15,000 cargo. At 
this point word was receited that the 
trouble was all over. McGowan and 
his friends had talked themselves out 
cf bondage, and white-winged peace 
was hanging over the entire country. 
This condition of affairs rendered the 
presence of the troops unnecessary, 
and without removing the equipments 
from the boat, the Heutenant again 
approached Capt. Tom and asked him 
what he would charge to take the out- 
fit back to Laingley. The captain's 
‘ailing memory again compelled him 
to refer Gussette to the purser, and, 
after considerable search, that well- 
trained aid of the captain’s discov- 
ered that the rate down stream was 
the sarre as up stream. The English- 
man sought the captain. ‘My God, 
captain,’ said he, ‘you have already 
charged me £3000 for less than a day's 
work with your boat, and now you 
want to repeat the performance. It's 
an outrage.’ 

“<'Tis a middling high rate,” sald 
Tom, ‘but wood is scarce up here and 
I don’t like to be cutting rates, siill 
as you haven't taken your freight 
ashore and you are ready to go down 
with us, I will make a reduction. I'll 
make it an even $25,000 for the round 
trip, which is a big cut in rates.” 
There was not another way for the 
troops to reach home, so the lieuten- 
ant surrendered , and less than forty- 
eight hours after he had left Langley 
with the troops. Capt. Wright was 
back again, richer by a £5000 voucher, 
which was paid without a murmur 
when presented at Victoria. Capt. Tom 
Wright is still a conspicuous fizure on 
the streets of Seattle and other sound 
cities, and while he has lived to see 
the marine traffic of Puget Sound grow 
from its infancy into proportions 
greater than he had ever dreamed of, 
yet it is doubtful if he will ever see 
his record for money-making with a 
steamboat equaled.” 


GETTING OUT MAHOGANY. 


Money in the Business, With Hard end Dan- 
gerous Werk, 


(New Orleans Picayune :) H. 
Schneider of Nicaragua is_ stop- 


ping at the Hotel Roval. The gentle- 
man is an extensive importer of ma- 
hogany from the country, where he has 
resided for the past few years. and 
where he has amassed a competence 
in shipping that particular and valu- 
able wood. 

“Mahogany is a very valuable wood, 
but is hard to get ovt of the forests 
where it grows.”” he said to a reporter 
last night. ‘‘However, it pays if one 
goes at it right, and knows. how to 
manage the business: The way we go 
about the work of getting out mahog- 
and logs, is, first, to get ‘a concession 
from the Nicaraguan government. You 
must ‘stand in,’ as they say in the 
United States, if you. get a conces- 
sion, but an enterprising citizen from 
any country can go there and establish 
himself in the favor of the officials, 
and if he has a good record at home 
as a man able to tend to business, 
they grant him a privilege. But that 
is only the beginning of the trouble 
one has in cutting and exporting the 
wood. You then proceed to make bar- 
gains with the natives to cut and bau! 
logs out of the forests. If you treat 
them kindly they will work for you 
for a time at the Jeast. The best In- 
dian labor costs about 50 cents per 
day. It is often hard, however, to 
get them to work, as they live on fruits, 
and can sustain themselves without 
labor of any trying kind. Half of the 
year is called the rainy season, and it 
runs from May to October. It is then 
so wet that one finds it impossible to 
get out any timber, and no one,will 
work for you. during the wet season. 
When dry season opens we com- 
mence operations, and if we can get 
enough labor we succeed, but we have 
to be careful with them, as they be- 
come easily misied, and often think 
we are taking some advantage of them. 
When they become convinced that 
something is wrong, whether they have 
cause to believe that such is the case or 
not, they get angry, and the feeling 
spreads among all the tribes. The 
woods are so dense and the work so 
trying on men brought there from other 
countries that they cannot stand it, 
and there is no profit in paying them 
what they require to risk their lives 


where the mahogany grows. When the 


i timber is cut we hau! it, one log at a 


time, on a two-wheeled ox-cart espec- 
ially made for the purpose. It is a very 
giow process, but it is the only prac- 
ticable way to get the timber out. 
There are 400 and 600 logs to the acre, 
and the price of the wood is so high, 
partly because the timber is so hard 
to obtain.”’ 

“What isthe price of mahogany ?’: 

‘The average price of a good ma- 
ogany log is $75. I sell very few lo 

in the United States, and my principal) 
market is in France.

Hopes to [ake Artificial Sunlight. 

(Philadelphia Record:) In a dark 
room with alternating currents 
of 300,000 voltage, Nocala Tesla, 
by means of atmospheric vibrations, 
Caused a faint glow of light to appear. 
Explaining the phenomena, he said: 
“If I can increase the atmospheric 
vibrations, say 1,000,000 or 10,000,000, I 
can produce sunlight in this room. Of 
course, I can inecrense the vibrations 
by increasing the voltage. I can make 
the voltage 8,000,000, as easily as I can 
800,000, but I am not ready to handle 
8,000,000 volts of electricity. Curents of 
such strength would kill everybody in 
the room. I expect, however, to’ learn 
how to control the large voltage. When 
I have increased the atmospheric vi- 
brations perhaps a thousand times, the 
phenomena will be no longer clectricity. 
It will be light. 1 am satisfied that 
sunlight can be made from electricity 
without doing harm to anybody, and I 
expect to discover how it is done. 
It is a grand idea, and whether the 
voice through which it came be 
hushed and still, or yet resounds in 
the proclamation of new truths, the 
idea itself will be carried to fruitage, 
and the world will be wiser, whatever 
may be the issue. 


A Woman's School in Iceland. 

(Exchange:) There ts, at Reykjavik, 
in Iceland, a most interesting school for 
women, which represents the patriotic 
love and self-sacrifice of Icclandic wo- 
men. as it’ was founded and is stp- 
ported through the exertions of one 
woman, who lectures in Europe on the 
needs of her native island, and the gen- 
erosity of other women, who brought 
their heirlooms and poured them into 
the lap of the founder, that she might 
sell them and appropriate the proceeds 
to the school. These heirlooms were 
quaint and beautiful belts, filigree 
tubes for confining the tassel on the 
every-day cap, snuff-horns and silver 
embroideries. Several” women have 
been sent to Europe to be trained as 
teachers with the money thus raised, 
and many more at home have.received 
a higher form of education than other- 
wise would have been possible. Women 
students gre admitted to the medical 
and theological ‘seminaries for instruc- 
tion and final examinations, and to the 
Latin sohool for: examination if they 
have prepared themselves. A diploma 
from any one of these institutions ad- 
mits to the University of Copenhagen. 


The Deadly. Mannilicher Rifie. 

(London Letter:) The chief surgeon 
of the Roymanian army has been mak- 
ing grewsome experments with the enw 
Mannilicher rifle, with which the forces 
are being equipped. He placed a numbér 
of human nes in rows, like soldiers 
on the fleld of battle. At 600 meters 
five bodies were placed a half yard be- 
hind each other. A single bullet went 
through three bodies in succession. 
Upon the goft parts of the bodies the 
wounds were perhaps less serious than 
those inflicted by the old-fashioned ri- 
fies, the hole made by the bullet being 
smaller @nmd more even; but on the 
whole the injuries are far more terrible. 
The range of the new rifles is about 
two and a half miles.

DISCOVERED BY ACGIDENT.. 


Some Famous Mechanica! Devices Have Becn 
Invented in Haphazard Fashion. 


It is curious the way that some of — 


our most useful appliances were in- 


vented or discovered, says Locomotive ° 


Engineering. We are told that some 
Venetian mariners built a fire ona 


beach where there was sand mixed with | 


soda; and that they were surprised to. 
find that the sand melted and formed a 
transparent composition. Some reflect- 
ing man was in the party, and by this 
accidental melting of the sand discov- 
ered how to make glass. Years-after 
this the children belonging to a Dutch 
spectacle-maker were playing with the 
glasess which their father used and 
they made the discovery that by putting 
one glass in front of the other they 
could make the steeple of a neighbor- 
ing church appear nearer; Their father 
had sharpness enough to use this acci- 
dental discovery in making the first 
telescope. | 

Most engineers are familiar with the 
story of how the steam engine was first 
made automatic. In the early rude 
forms of the Newcomen engine a boy 


| was employed to open And shut the 
, cocks which admitted steam and the 


condensing water. A boy named 
Humphrey Potter, who was engaged on 


' this work, was anxious to play, and the 


movement of the engine gave him very 


| little opportunity. To inerease his leis- 


ure he devised an arrangement of 
strings connected with the walking- 
beam; which opened and shut the cocks. 
This was the first-move toward making 
the engine’s mechanism to perform the 
operations of admitting and releasing 
steam. 

The moving of a distant signal by 
means of a wire seems a very simple 
operation, and one which called for lit- 
tle ingenuity to invent. Still the ear- 
lier railroad engineers could not devise 
satisfactory means of operating a. dis- 
tant signal until a working signal man 
showed them the way. It is told that. 
in 1846 an English signal man had to 
attend to two signals, placed some dis- 
tance apart at.a station. To save him- 
self the trouble of walking to and fro 
between them procured some wire 
ami pulleys and made a crude arrange- 
mens by which he was able, while in his 
box, to operate both signals. An offi- 
cial who had beer trying to devise some 
means of protecting trains standing at 
stations happened to see this primitive 
arrangement arid applied it to the work- 
ing of distant signals.

A Natural Bridge gate. 

(Oregorm Statesman:) A mining ex- 
pert sent to investigate some Arizona 
properties for Denver capitalists re- 
cently returned and reports the finding 
of a most remarkable hatural bridge 
formed by a tree of agatized wood, 
spanning a canyon forty-five feet in 
width. 

The tree had at some ,remote time 
fallen and become imbedded in the sfit 
of some great inland sea or mighty wat- 
erfluow. The silt became in time sand- 
stone, and the wood gradually passed 
through the stages of mineralizing until 
it is now a wonderful trée of solid agate, 
In after years "water washed and ate 
away the sandstone until a canyon for- 
ty-five feet in width has been formed, 
the flinty-like substance of the agatized 
wood having resisted the erosion of 
the waterflow. Fully fifty feet of the 
tree rests on one side and can be traced, 
but how far its other end Hes buried in 
the sandstone cannot be determined 
without blasting away the rock. . 

The trunk visible above the canyon 
varies in size from four feet to. three 
feet in diameter. Where the bark has 
been broken and torn“Away the charac- 
teristic colors of jasper and agate are 
seen. To the hakéd eye the wood 1s 
beautiful. Under a microscope or min- 
er’s magnifying glass the brilliant col- 
orings are clearly brought out in al! 
their wondrous beauty.
